Endorsed by City Council 


The City Council last night 
unanimously endorsed a legisla- 
tive bill that would allow the 
eity to acquire the water rights 
at Onota Lake. 


The vote came after several 


| councilmen received. assurance 
| from Mayor Butler that the ac- 


tion does not obligate the city_to 
any specific purchase price for 
the rights. 

The bill, filed by Rep. Thomas 


| C. Wojtkowski, would permit the 


city to -purchase, take by emi- 
nent domain, or in any way ac- 
quire the rights. Denis T. Noo- 
nan Jr., head of the Berkshire 
' Co., has said that he would sell 
| the rights for $75,000. 


Price Questioned 


Several councilmen questioned 
the proposed purchase price, 
saying that Noonan had offered 
to give the rights to the Onota 
Lake Association several years 
ago. 

Mayor Butler said last night 
that the cost of repairing the 
dam at the lake has now been 
estimated at $12,000. A previous 
estimate put the cost at $35,000.

The policy about closing parks 
at night was’ passed« June 8;

The Pittsfield parks superintendent 
and police chief must. have left their 
smarts at home the day they decided 
that the Park Square park should be 
locked up an hour after sundown. It’s 
precisely the sort of policy that gives 
the older generation its bad name 
with the young. 

Apparently the principal rationali- 
zation for the curfew is that there 
have supposedly been several in 
stances of people spending the whole 
night in the park. If this is true, the 
problem ‘could have been solved easily 
enough without declaring the place 
off limits for everybody. The police 
are quite capable of making occasion- 

. al checks during the night to lbe sure 
that nobody’s using the place as a 
free motel. No reasonable person 
would object to having the place 
cleared at, say, midnight or 1 a.m. 

Another objection, apparently, is 
that middle-aged passers-by find the 
physical appearance and attire of 


ple are young people, fads are fads, 
and closing ‘the park isn’t going to 
cause anybody to change his hair-do 
or his sartorial tastes. Whatever mi- 
nor disturbances have. arisen from the

angered many citizens who feel 
that the demonstration served 
no useful purpose. Possibly, 
they are right. I marched Satur- 
day because I felt “that the 
Park: users had’ a legitimate 
complaint. But I refuse to 
march, again, and will join the 
ranks of those viewing the dem- 
onstration ‘as an utter waste 
both in principle and practice 
unless my fellow protesters 
heed the following:

At the same time, he refused 
to predict that there will be a 
state-financed public swimming 
pool in the city’s immediate fu- 
ture, 

Commissioner Arthur W.: 
Brownell said rising construc- 
tion costs, demands from more 
than 40 communities for state- 
funded pools and skating rinks 
and the need to provide recrea- 
jion for the heaviest concentra- 
‘tions of people are reasons for 
his noncommital stance on way 
pool issue. 


» |) In regard to the chances tor 


{state and federal aid for Onota 
\Lake, he ‘said an increase in 
federal Bureau of Outdoor Rec- 
reation funds is expected next 
year, an encouraging sign. This 
year’s BOR allocation to Massa- 
chusetts is $1.1 million, he said, 
and is expected to go up to $1.8 
million. 

‘Discussing rising costs, Brow- 
nell said the public skating rink 


|in North Adams, originally esti- 


mated to cost $500,000, will cost 
$800,000, ‘‘and if it were let out 
to contract today, it would cost 
$1.5 million. 

“Construction costs are rising 
that fast.’ 

His remarks were made at a 
dinner at the Country Club of 
Pittsfield arranged by the Berk- 
shire Natural Resources Council 
BNRC), which is plumping for

quired Brattlebrook Farm park- 
land. Its cost would be borne by 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources under a $10 million 
bond issue authorized this sum- 
mer by the legislature. 

Brownell - diplomatically did 
not exclude Pittsfield from a 
chance at part of the $10 mil- 
lion.

Under a $5 million bond issue 
in 1966, the state has built five 
pools, is finishing two more, has 
erected three enclosed, 
all-weather skating rinks and is 
completing two others. 

“Outdoor pools are running 
about $235,000 each,’ Brownell 
said, ‘but next year, we’re told, 
costs will be up 15 per cent.’ 
The typical pool is L-shaped and 
has a capacity of 500 swimmers 
at one time, he said.

Vincent J. Hebert, city parks 
and recreation superintendent, 
said he would like to see a pool 
installed in the southeast quad- 
rant of the city, where residents 
have been asking for public rec- 
reation facilities and where 
now there are none. He said a 
pool at Brattlebrook Farm, 
which is in the northeast quad- 
rant, could serve the area.

The river as a scenic and recreational 
asset is summed. up by Nordeen, who 
says, ‘“We have 50 miles of river front in 
Pittsfield. Why not enjoy it?” 

Vincent J. Hebert, Parks Superintend- 
ent, has said his department will pick up 


‘river flotsam in accessible places, but 


the problem is getting it there. Purnell 
reiterates. the Conservation. Commission’s 
desire to obtain river frontage to remain 
forever open for public enjoyment. 

“But then,” says Nordeen, ‘“‘people will 
have to stop throwing oil filters, dead 
rats, dogs and fire extinguishers into it.’’

Council for Aging Seeks New Conide 


Fire Station on West Side Foreseen 


The Council on Aging and the 
Fire Department Building Com- 
mission (FDBC) last night 
pressed requests for’ capital 
needs, totaling more than $880,- 
000, during Capital Outlay Com- 
mittee workshop sessions in the 
Planning Department office. 

The COA is asking for $550,000 
fo $600,000 for a one-story senior 
citizens’ center, two-thirds of 
the cost to be paid by the feder- 
al government and the other 
third by the city. Land on Co- 
lumbus Avenue for the 120-by- 
110-foot center has been prom- 
ised to the COA by the Pittsfield 
Housing Authority. 

Guy A. Pellegrinelli Jr., chair- 
man of the COA, and Thomas F. 
Condron, SCC director, outlined 
plans for the proposed center in 
the Columbus urban renewal 
area on a 2\4-acre site near the 
defunct Berkshire Lumber Co. 

According to them, the new 
center will include two class- 
rooms, a “noisy” lounge and a 
“quiet” ‘lounge, examination 
and consultation rooms, office 
space, a 300-capacity auditorium 
with stage, a Cafeteria and a 
serving kitchen. They ‘said it 
would be a service center open 
to more than 8,600 elderly peo- 


\ple. The basement, which will 


¥ 


include workshops, will have 
space for future expansion. As 
they spoke, they pointed to 
drawings and a model of. the 
center for emphasis, with the 
assistance of center architect 
Prentice Bradley. 

Condron disclosed that the 
current operational cost of the 
North Street Senior Center runs 
about $900 a month, including 
$500 for rent. But he said the 
landlord ‘‘wants to jump it to 
$700 a month.” Government as- 
sistance. on operational. costs 
ends this year. Next year the 
city “will be on its own,” he 
said. 

When City Auditor Anthony 
W. Sottile asked what the cost 
of new furniture, additional em- 
ployes and operation of the pro- 
posed center would be, neither 
Pellegrinelli nor Condron could 
answer. Condron said he will 
turn in an estimate shortly.

—The major problems with 
the’ sick-leave program, accord- 
ing to several department 
heads, are the employes who 
stay out of. work only one day 
and the apparent lack of unifor- 
mity in policing the system. 


Action Deferred 


The committee deferred ac-

Sottile and Administrative Serv- 
ices Director Lawrence A. Gri- 
zey Jr. prepare a financial re- 
port on the city’s 12-year history 
as a self-insuring workmen’s 
-compensation agent. 

Last. night's discussion was 
the latest chapter in the com- 
mittee’s response to a petition 
submitted by Councilman Ed- 
ward L. Dobbins in August 1967, 
calling for a study of workmen’s 
compensation and sick leave. 

Dobbins said last night that 
he wanted’ to find out whéther 
the city would be better off by 
workmen’s compensa- 
tion with an insurance company, 
whether the city’s sick-leave or- 
dinance could “be changed to 
provide a uniformity in policing, 
and whether the program of 
supplementing workmen’s com- 
pensation payments by _ sick 
leave to give an, injured em- 
ploye his full salary is a good 
one, 

Dobbins said he was con- 
cerned about the ‘city’s position 
if a “catastrophe” occurred in 
which several employes were 
seriously hurt or killed. He said 
he wanted a sick-leave program 
that was fair to both the city 
and the employes.

—Deputy Fire- Chief Joseph 
W. Coy said the department re- 
quires. a doctor’s report for 
every firefighter out sick for 
two days. The department aver- 
aged 4.33 sick days. per man last 
year, he said. 

—Auditor Softile. said . sick 
leave shouldn’t be paid for the 
first day an employe is out of 


work, but the amount of cumu- 


lative sick leave should be in- 
creased to 100 days, with the 
employe paid for it upon retire- 
ment. 

Those atiending the session 
appeared to be in agreement 
that but a small minority of city 
employes abuse the sick leave 
provisions. Grizey said there is

Mayor Butler said today he 
has not yet decided whether to 
allow a salary reopener of the 
city blue-collar 
‘| workers. 

He said he wiil not decide 
until after the tax rate is set 
Tuesday. John Connors, chair- 
man of the Assessors, has al- 
ready arrived at a_ tentative 
rate and is scheduled to meet 
with the state Division of Corpo- 
rations and Taxation Tuesday at 
ll-a.m. to get the necessary ap- 
proval. 

The mayor told representa- 
tives of the Municipal Employes 
_ Federation, Local 861, AFL-CIO, 
that he would meet with them 
“some time after Tuesday.” At 
that time, presumably, the 
mayor will decide whether or 
not to reopen. 

In a two-year contract signed 
in April 1968, the decision of 
whether or not to reopen was 
left to the mayor. When the 
union approached him earlier 
this year, the mayor said he did 

not want.to consider a ‘reopener 
until the city’s financial situa- 
tion was clarified:

The increases had been sought 
by Mayor Butler, and last night 
won finaland unanimous approv- 
al of the city council. They will 
cost the city $84,000 for the last 
quarter of the year. 

School employes are currently 
negotiating for salary boosts of 
their own. The city administra- 
tion bypassed the negotiating 
process in granting the. non- 
school raises.

For some representative mu- 
‘nicipal employes the new wage 
will do this: 

—Average department head— 
a new maximum of $11,336, up 
from $10,712.

Dr. Donald Exford, chairman 
of the council’s housing commit- 
| tee, said that an architect from 
' the Boston office of the Federal 
| Housing Administration urged 

the council to pursue the project 
| after he had completed a day- 
long inspection of the building. 

Architect Ralph Lanzilla 

toured the building with Pren- 
tice Bradley, Pittsfield architect 
representing the council. He 
told the members of the housing 
committee later that he found 
the structure to be in sound con- 
dition and that it should lend it- 
self easily to rehabilitation. 


Advised To Proceed 

Lanzilla advised the group to 
go ahead immediately with its 
original plan to purchase the 


structure, rehabilitate it and 
convert it into a housing project 
for the elderly. He told the 
group that the FHA has ap- 
proved buildings in “‘far worse 
condition’ in the past and felt 
certain that the local project 
would meet with FHA approval. 
The final cost estimate, he said, 
would be the determining fac- 
tor. 

Dr. Exford said he and the 
council president Atty. Guy A. 
Pelegrinelli Jr., have begun fil- 
ing papers of incorporation ‘to 
establish the council as the 
sponsoring agents. 

Tentative plans, conceived by 
Bradley, call for the creation of 
96 apartment units in the four- 
story structure that stands at 
the corner of Bradford and 
North streets.

Under a bill just filed for con- 
sideration by the’ 1970. legisla- 
ture, Rep: Charles W. Long, R-

sition that a person more than 
70 who owns a house assessed 
for $30,000 can be. considered 
“needy.” 

His bill would amend existing 
law which ,;provides that a per- 
son over 70, who meets the sta- 
tutory requirements as to need, 
is eligible for a $350 discount in 
his property tax bill, There is a 
stipulation’ that the assessed 
value of the hotise, which must 
be occupied by the applicant, 
must not exceed $20,000. 

Rep. Long’s bill said that be- 
cause of revaluation in many 
communities, many elderly peo- 
.ple are no longer eligible be- 
cause their homes have been as- 
sessed for more than $20,000. 

The standard as to need is 
based on income. A single per- 
son is eligible if net income 
doesn’t amount to more than 
$4,000.

PCOA Seeks $1.67 Million Loan”, 
To Rehabilitate Bradford Block 


By EDWARD J. FARRELL 


The Pittsfield Council on 
Aging last night filed an appli- 
cation with the Federal Housing 
Administration seeking a $1.67 
million loan to finance the reha- 
bilitation of the Bradford Block 
as mixed-income housing for the 
elderly. 

Guy A. Pellegrinelli Jr., chair- 
man of the council, submitted 
the application after receiving 
assurances that the present Sen- 
ior Citizens Center at 258 North 
St. would agree to relocate in 
the building once space was 
made for it. 

Plans prepared. by architect 
Prentice Bradley, call for 96 ef- 
ficiency units on the second, 
third and fourth floors. The four 
stores facing North Street would 
be retained as income-producing 
tenants to help keep rental costs 
at a minimum, 

Dr. Donald Exford, chairman 
of the committee investigating 
the project for the Council on 


Aging, said that of the total 
amount, $860,000 would be used 
for the actual construction of 
the apartment units. The bal- 
ance of the fund would cover 
acquiring the building, renova- 
tion of the front and remodeling 
of the store space. 

The project would be financed 
by an FHA insured 40-year 
mortgage loan at a rate of 1 per 
cent to the sponsors. 

Bradley noted that the actual 
cost per apartment would be 
about $10,000 which is substan- 
tially under the estimated cost 
of $17,000 per unit for new con- 
struction based on bids received 
by the Pittsfield Housing Au- 
thority for the Columbus hous- 
ing project for the elderly. 

Proposed plans call for con- 
verting store spaces on Brad- 
ford Street into the Senior Citi- 
zens Center and’a lounge for the 
building tenants. 

In addition to the street level 
stores, the Senior Citizens Cen- 
ter would also occupy substan-

tial space in the basement for 
workshop and hobby areas. The 
center would have almost dou- 
ble the space it now has on 
North Street. In addition, plans 
call for creating an outdoor gar- 
den and patio area on the pre- 
sent Bradford Street parking 
lot, Mayor Donald G. Butler has 
indicated a willingness to ask 
City Council approval to tum 
the lot over to the Council on 
Aging. 

14 Months’ Job 


Bradley estimated the project 
would take about 14 months to 
complete. Allowing about four 
months for processing the appli- 
cation, he said the building 
could be readied fer occupancy 
by the spring of 1971. 


Rental fees will be set by the 
FHA and will include heat and 
electricity. Each apartment will 
be equipped with a range and a 
refrigerator and will have a 
central alarm system with each 
unit connected directly, to the 
city’s Signal alarm station and a 
central indicator board in the 
building’s maintenance office.

EVERY NOW and then, we 
hear ifrom ‘a.person. who ‘wants 
to take jissue with another over 
a disputed matter in sports. It 
always has. been our policy to 
turn over space to the complain- 
ant, so we’re going to do that 
for this correspondent. How- 
ever, after we print his letter in 
its entirety, we are going to use 
the rebuttal of the accused, And 
we may even throw in a few 
random comments of our own to 
wrap up the episode. 

Francis Ciullo, who identifies 
himself only as ia resident of 
Dublin Street in Lee, writes as 
follows: ‘In flast Friday’s edi- 
tion of The Eagle, it was stated 
on the sporting page that the 
Lenox Merchants’: Babe Ruth 
Baseball League team by de- 
feating an Adams team had run 
its undefeated record to 25 con- 
secutive games. We believe that 
this ‘account was prepared and 
delivered. to your attention by 
the coach of the Merchants in 
an effort to gloss over and by- 
pass a defeat suffered by the 
Merchants in a recent contest in 
Lee in which the Lee team pre- 
vailed by ia 2-1 score. 2 

“We saw no mention or box 
score of this game in the paper. 
“Here is ‘what happened. At the 
end of ‘the sixth, Lee was lead- 
ing 2-1. In the first of the sev- 
enth, Lenox scored four runs for 
a lead of 5-2. In the last of the 
seventh, Lee scored one run for 
a 5-3 score, and thad a man on 
base with the tying run at the 
plate. with two out and one 
strike on the batter. At this 
point, umpire Zito called the 
game, claiming it was so dark, 
he didn’t even see the last pitch. 
Zito ‘admitted he never should 
have allowed the seventh. inning 
to start. Bruce Benson, the base 
umpire, agreed with Zito. Zito 
suggested that tthe officials of 
the two teams get together and 
decide it among themselves. 

“Lee officials were willing to 
call it no contest and invited 
Lenox to play either Saturday 
or Sunday. The Lenox coach, 
Biron, refused to play on the 
basis of one man (second base- 
man) being unable to play be- 
cause he was attending ia bas- 
ketball school. Lee could not 
play after Sunday as several of 
the Lee players had to report: to 
coach John Consolati for foot- 
ball practice with Lee High. The 
Lee,contention is that+insofar as 
the seventh inning was not com- 
pleted and insofar as this was 
not\a ‘championship game, not 
played under Babe Ruth League 
championship rules, the score 
reverts to the previous full in- 
ning, the sixth, and that Lee 
was the winner 2-1. In _ this

Mark actually is the first Pittsfield native to

1950s, a onetime Pittsfield resident born in Win- 
| throp,. Art. Ditmar, who captained PHS in 1947, 
' was in the big series as a New York Yankee 
' pitcher. Then, too, the area also, had another 
representative in the series, ex-Adams High ath- 
lete Dale Long (native of Springfield, Mo.), the 
former New York Yankee reserve first base- 
man, who was a contemporary of Ditmar. 


Belanger is 25 years old. He exudes the quiet 
| confidence that marks the extremely talented ath- 
lete. On the phone the other day, he said he 
hadn’t given ‘‘any thought to the Mets,” ‘although 
he admitted he supposed they were good.

JIM O’CONNOR, the bespec- 
tacled philosopher who turns out 
those power-packed football 
teams at Wahconah Regional 
High, stood before the Monday 
Morning Quarterbacks’ Club the 
other night, and unconcernedly 
told the men how ‘he does it.
